2. Upon receipt of the reference , it was registered 
as IT / 39 / 2012 and registered A / D notices were 
issued to both the Parties . Pursuant to service of 
notices , Party I filed a Claim Statement at Exhibit 4 
and Party II filed its Written Statement at Exhibit 5 . 

3. In short , the case of the Party I / Workman is that 
all the workmen named in the Schedule of Reference 
are the unionized members of Goa Trade & 
Commercial Workers ' Union ( AITUC ) and since then 
Goa Trade & Commercial Workers ' Union is espousing 
the cause of these workmen before every competent 
forum and authority . The workmen / Party I submits 
that Meta Copper & Alloys Ltd. is a factory which is 
situated at Zuarinagar , Sancoale , Goa which was 
earlier known as Meta Strips and the above factory 
employed more than 400 workmen ever since its 
inception at Zuarinagar , Sancoale , Goa . 

4. The workmen / Party I submits that all the 
workmen named in the present Order of Reference 
were employed at the above factory for last many 
years continuously . The factory of the Party II named . 
above was running in 3 shift operations by employing 
more than 400 workmen at its above factory . However , 
suddenly the Management of the Party II factory 
refused to provide employment of all the willing 
workmen including the workmen named in the 
Schedule of Reference w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 respectively . The company was employing 
more than 100 workmen at its factory prior to refusing 
employment to these workmen and as such the 
provisions of Chapter VB of the I. D. Act , 1947 are 
applicable . It is submitted that when the workmen 
named at Sr. No. ( 1 ) to ( 32 ) went to report for work at 
the above factory on 17-06-2011 and the workmen 
named at Sr. No. ( 33 ) & ( 34 ) went to report for work at 
the above factory at Zuarinagar Sancoale , Goa on 
18-06-2011 , the Management refused to provide them 
employment and forcibly kept them out of 
employment by restraining them at the factory gate . 
After this incident , all the workmen started sitting 
near the factory gate waiting for an opportunity to 
resume for their duties subsequent to their refusal of 
employment and the workmen continued to sit near 
the factory gate of the above factory . However , they 
were not provided entry in the factory and were 
refused employment . 

5. The workmen / Party I submits that the action of 
the management in refusing to provide employment 
to these unionized workmen named in the present 
Schedule of reference is illegal , unjust and bad in 
law since all the workmen named in the present 
Schedule of reference were everyday reporting at the 
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factory of the Party II ( 1 ) waiting for an opportunity to 
resume for their normal duties . However , these 
workmen were not allowed to resume for their duties . 
All the workmen are offering themselves for 
employment every day at the factory premises of the 
Party II ( 1 ) employer . However , the Party II ( 1 ) / Employer 
is refusing to provide them employment and there is 
no severance of Employer employee relationship and 
the contract of Master and servant / Employer 
employee still survives and continues and as such 
all the workmen named in the schedule of Reference 
are entitled for full wages w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 respectively . 

6. The workmen / Party I submits that the action of 
the management of Party II ( 1 ) / Employer in refusing 
to provide employment to the unionized workmen 
smacks of malice and malafides and is an unfair 
labour practice which has been resorted by the 
Party II ( 1 ) Employer to harass and victimize the 
unionized workmen named in the present schedule 
of Reference and that the Party II ( 1 ) has adopted this 
illegal and unfair labour practices to get rid of 
permanent workmen and has rendered permanent 
workmen jobless without accepting any liability and 
without following the procedure laid down in 
Chapter - VB of the I. D. Act , 1947 which is otherwise 
required to be followed by the Employer in case of 
retrenchment / closure / lock - out of the Employer 
factory and submits that refusing to provide 
employment to the unionized workmen w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 is nothing but illegally 
denying the workmen the right to employment which 
is unethical , illegal , unjust and bad - in - law and 
further submits that all the workmen are entitled for 
immediate employment with full back wages and 
continuity in service . 

7. In the circumstance above , it is prayed that the 
action of the company / Party II ( 1 ) Employer , Meta 
Copper and Alloys Ltd. , Zuarinagar , Sancoale , Goa in 
refusing to provide employment to the 32 willing 
workmen named in the Order of reference w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 and 2 willing workmen w.e.f. 18-06-2011 
be held illegal , unjust and bad in law and prays that 
all the workmen named in the present Schedule of 
Reference be provided immediate employment in the 
company of the Party II ( 1 ) / Employer , M / s Meta Copper 
and Alloys Ltd. , Zuarinagar , Sancoale , Goa with 
immediate effect with full wages and continuity in 
service . 

8. During the pendency of the proceedings , an 
amendment came to be filed by Party II ( 1 ) and as such 
the amendment was made to the pleadings 
accordingly . An application for impleadment of 
Canara Bank was filed which has also been granted 
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by my Learned Predecessor and said Canara Bank 
was impleaded as Party II ( 2 ) to the present pleading . 

9. In the Written Statement filed by the Party II ( 1 ) 
it is submitted that the Party II was in the business of 
manufacturing Copper and Brass products at 
Upasnagar , Zuarinagar , Goa and that as the 
Institutions which were providing working Capital 
for daily operations suddenly stopped financing the 
company , resulting in no money for purchase of raw 
material for production and the company was unable 
to continue its activities . The company further 
submits that the entire suspension of the 
manufacturing activities was due to the reason that 
company had no funds to buy the raw materials as 
bankers who were financing the company , suddenly 
stopped financing and company has no money to buy 
raw materials and , therefore the company had no 
choice but to suspend its manufacturing operations , 
till alternate arrangements for funds could be made . 
The company therefore suspended its manufacturing 
activities at its plant located at Zuarinagar w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 . The company further submits that it had 
no funds to make the plant operative and for last 3 
years the company was operating only 30 % of its 
installed capacity due to non - availability of funds . 
The company was losing between Rs . 3-5 Crores every 
month , after suspension of the manufacturing 
activities . The company is still in the process of 
seeking new investors / funds for reviving the 
operations . The company had to keep some skeleton 
staff for security and maintenance of its equipment , 
land and building . The list of staff required to work 
was displayed on the notice boards . The entire action 
on the part of the management is totally legal and 
fully justified . 

10. The Party II ( 1 ) submits that the Plant was ready 
somewhere around 1999. However , due to severe 
local agitations , the Plant could not be started , 
making the company suffer tremendous loss , 
approximately around Rs.120 Crores . In fact not 
allowing to start the said plant as planned in the 
year 1999 , back - bone in operating and financial terms 
of the company , itself is broken and the company 
therefore could start only after about 2 years . The 
Party II ( 1 ) submits that by notice dated 30-05-2011 , 
the Party II had originally decided to suspend its 
manufacturing activities from 7-6-2011 and since 
there was residual work required to be completed , 
the suspension of the manufacturing activities was 
different and company ultimately suspended its 
manufacturing activities w.e.f. 17-06-2011 , by notice 
dated 06-06-2011 . The company displayed the names 
of the workmen who are required to work and the 
names of the workmen who are not required to work 
during suspension of manufacturing activities on the 
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respective notice boards , and also outside the factory 
gate and submits that the suspension of the 
manufacturing activities still continues till date . 

11. The Party II ( 1 ) further submits that during the 
suspension of manufacturing activities , the company 
was trying to find alternatives arrangements / funds 
with the financial institutions , who gave loan to the 
company . However , the said financial institution , 
because the payment was not done on time , visited 
the company premises and took possession of the 
entire factory property under the provisions of 
Securitization and Reconstruction of Financial 
Assets and Enforcement of Security Interest Act , 2002 
on 15-02-2012 . Thereafter on 29-05-2012 the 
Institutions published a Sale Notice in the Navhind 
Times , a local newspaper for the sale of the movable 
and immovable properties of the entire factory under 
Rules 6 ( 2 ) and 8 ( 6 ) & 9 of the Security interest 
( Enforcement ) Rules , 2002 and invited tenders for the 
same . As no tenders were received for the sale notice 
dated 29-05-2012 , a second sale notice was published 
on 22-09-2012 in the newspaper Navhind Times 
towards Sale Notice of Moveable Properties Under 
Rules 6 ( 2 ) and Immoveable Properties Rules 8 ( 6 ) & 9 
of the Security Interest ( Enforcement ) Rules , 2002 and 
inviting tenders for the same . The Party II ( 1 ) further 
submits that , as of today entire property of the Party 
II ( 1 ) has been taken over by the financial institutions 
and therefore they are necessary parties to this 
reference . It is therefore submitted that Canara Bank 
Panaji Branch , Indian Over Seas Bank , Panaji and 
Halcyon Financial and Capital Advisors Pvt . Ltd. 
( Halcyon ) , Mumbai be made as necessary parties to 
the reference . 

12. The Party II ( 1 ) submits that since 
Mr. Prashant Parab who is at Sr. No. 34 in the Order of 
reference had weekly off on 17-06-2011 , he was 
effected by the suspension of the manufacturing 
activities from 18-06-2011 and that as far as 
Shri Mangesh Naik is concerned there is repetition 
of the same person at Sr. No. 13 and at Sr. No. 33 in the 
Order of reference . Party II ( 1 ) submits that two 
persons from the Order of Reference i.e. Prakash 
Dabolkar , who is at Sr. No. 2 and Vivekanad Naik , who 
is at Sr. No. 7 , are Engineers , drawing salary more 
than Rs . 10,000 / - per month and they were working 
in supervisory cadre and their work was of 
supervisory nature , in their respective departments . 
Therefore they cannot be construed as " Workmen " 
under section 2 ( s ) of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 
and therefore should not entitled to any relief as 
demanded by them . Further , the company submits 
that the workmen concerned in the reference were 
not forcibly refused employment , without assigning any 
justifiable reasons . The reasons , for which they were 
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not taken inside the factory premises is that no work 
could be provided to them from 17-06-2011 , since 
regular work activity , which was provided to them 
was suspended by the notice dated 06-06-2011 . 

13. The Party II ( 1 ) submits that 13 workmen , 
mentioned in the Order of Reference namely 
Shri Gaurish Phondekar , who is at Sr. No. 1 , Prasad 
Gurav who is at Sr. No. 3 , Sajjan Mudkudkar , who is at 
Sr. No. 4 , Pramod Gavde , who is at Sr. No. 14 , Mohidin 
Bilgi , who is at Sr. No. 18 , Manjunath Naik , who is at 
Sr. No. 23 , Sunil Dabre , who is at Sr. No. 25 , Abhit 
Naik , who is at Sr. No. 26. Pramod Naik , who is at Sr. 
No. 27 , Hanamagoud Biradar who is at Sr. No. 28 , Dilip 
Kankonkar who is at Sr. No. 31 , Utkarsh Laad who is 
at Sr. No. 5 and Mr. Prashant Parab who is at Sr. No. 34 
have voluntarily resigned from the employment of 
the company and their resignations have been 
accepted . As such their resignations cannot be 
termed as termination and on that ground alone the 
reference ought to be rejected and they are not 
entitled for any relief as they have voluntarily 
resigned from the services of the company and further 
submits that all the 13 workmen mentioned above , 
who have voluntarily resigned from the services of 
the company , have accepted all the dues and 
therefore nothing is due and payable to them , except 
for Utkarsh Laad , who is at Sr. No. 5 in the Order of 
reference , his dues were not paid as we had received 
a letter from the head office of Madgaum Urban 
Co - operative Bank not to pay any dues arising out of 
his resignation , though his resignation was 
accepted and since there were Orders from the Court 
that all his dues should be paid to the Bank as he 
defaulted in non - payment of the personal loan he 
had availed . 

14. The Party II ( 1 ) submits that since the said 
workmen has already severed the relationship 
voluntarily with the company by submitting their 
resignations and by accepting their dues , nothing 
survives in respect of these 13 workmen and further 
submits that the Goa Trade & Commercial workers 
union has no locus standi to represent the workers 
concerned in reference , as none of the persons 
concerned in the reference are their members and 
that since it has not terminated the services of these 
33 workers , questions of legality and / or justifiability 
of termination as contemplated in the order of 
reference , does not arise and on that ground also the 
reference is bad in law and not maintainable . 

15. The Party II ( 1 ) further submits that after the 
suspension operation by notice dated 16-06-2011 and 
17-06-2011 of the manufacturing activities of the 
undertaking , the Canara Bank , Panaji , Goa and others 
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took over the possession of land and building 
( immoveable Assets ) on 15-02-2012 entire plant and 
machinery used in the manufacturing activities . 
( Moveable Assets ) on 22-02-2012 under the 
Securitization and Reconstruction of Financial 
Assets and Enforcement of Security Interest Act , 2002 
and in exercise of power conferred under Section 
13 ( 12 ) read with rule 3 of security interest 
( Enforcement ) Rules , 2002 issued under demand 
notice dated 09-11-2011 . The Party II ( 1 ) further 
submits that the possession and the ownership was 
taken over by Canara Bank , Panaji , Goa and others of 
Immoveable and Moveable assets of the undertaking 
by virtue of operation of law on 15-02-2012 and 
22-02-2012 . Therefore subsequent to the Canara Bank 
and others taking took over Immoveable Assets as 
well as the Moveable Assets as referred to above , the 
Party II ( 1 ) could never start its manufacturing 
activities . The Party II ( 1 ) therefore submits that from 
15-02-2012 / 22-02-2012 the functioning of 
undertaking became none functional by virtue of law 
and by taking possession and ownership by the bank 
and therefore since the entire manufacturing 
activities became none functional , the Party II ( 1 ) could 
never start its manufacturing activities and none 
functionality of the activity were due to unavoidable 
circumstances beyond the control of the employer 
and after filing of written statement there were 
further developments and litigation between the 
parties . 

16. Without Prejudice to above , the Party II ( 1 ) 
further submits that it gave notice to the workmen 
about manufacturing activities becoming non 
functional and formal termination of service on 
13-08-2016 vide displaying notice on the notice board 
as also at the gate as also informed to the Government 
that the manufacturing activities of the undertaking 
closed for the reasons mentioned hereinabove . The 
notice is given to the government as required under 
Section 25FFA of the Act and that no notice to the 
government and to the workmen was required to be 
given since workmen were already aware of taking 
of the assets by the Canara Bank and others . However , 
as abundant caution that the Party II ( 1 ) has given 
such notice . This can be seen from the fact that the 
workmen was already aware of the possession of 
assets taken over by Canara Bank , Panaji - Goa and 
others prior to the giving of the notice because they 
filed suit in Vasco Civil Court and appeal in the High 
Court . 

17. The Party II ( 1 ) further submits that since the 
manufacturing activities of the undertaking at 
Upasnagar , Zuarinagar has become none functional / 
/ closed by operation of law , the workmen are entitled 
to the legal dues as per 25 FFF and closure

compensation to the extent of 3 months only , since 
manufacturing and closure is beyond control of 
employer and that the workmen are not entitled to 
any money or benefits which can be computed in 
terms of money from 17-06-2011 or 18-06-2011 till 
22-02-2012 and therefore till the disposal of reference , 
since the suspension of the operation done by the 
Party II ( 1 ) were due to unavoidable circumstances 
beyond the control of the Party II ( 1 ) and closure was 
also due to circumstances beyond the control of the 
employer and further submits that after taking the 
possession of the assets by the Canara Bank and 
others on 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 , since the 
manufacturing activities had become non - functional 
by operation of law due to unavoidable circumstance 
beyond the control of the Party II ( 1 ) , the workmen at 
the most are entitled to compensation under Section 
25 - FFF of the Act not exceeding average pay for 3 
month upto 22-02-2012 and therefore . 

18. The Party II ( 1 ) further submits that in view of 
the clear terms of reference this Hon'ble Court shall 
have jurisdiction only to find out whether the 
suspension of operation w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 is justified or not and this jurisdiction of 
the Hon'ble Court would end up to 22-02-2012 only 
when the undertaking of the Party II ( 1 ) became non 
functional by operation of law i.e. Canara Bank taking 
over the possession of assets of the Party II ( 1 ) . This is 
because once the bank takes over the possession of 
the assets as stated above , by no stretch of 
imagination could the manufacturing activities of 
the undertaking be activated . In fact the undertaking 
become non - functional due to unavoidable 
circumstance beyond the control of the employer and 
the Party II ( 1 ) could never start the manufacturing 
activities after 22-02-2012 as the bank has taken over 
all the assets . Therefore it's the case of the company 
that the suspension of operation does not remain 
thereafter and further process would be under The 
Securitization and Reconstruction of Financial 
Assets and Enforcement of Security Interest Act , 2013 
and Security Interest ( Enforcement ) Rules , 2012 . 

19. The Party II ( 1 ) submits that so called dispute 
raised by the Union i.e. Goa Trade & Commercial 
Workers Union and workmen is not an Industrial 
Disputes as contemplated under Section 2 ( K ) of the 
Industrial Dispute Act , 1947 and consequently entire 
reference is bad in law and not maintainable and 
incapable of adjudication . The Party II ( 1 ) submits that 
in view of the relevant provisions of SARFEASI Act , 
2002 the workmen are not entitled to any relief as 
claimed by the workmen and therefore it is beyond 
jurisdiction of this Hon'ble Tribunal to grant any relief 
as prayed for and therefore reference ought to be 
rejected . 
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20. In the Written Statement filed by the Impleaded 
Party namely the Canara Bank who is Party II ( 2 ) in 
the instant case and states that entire reference is 
bad in law , not maintainable and ought to be rejected 
for following reasons : 

1. The Impleading Party Canara Bank is a Body 
Corporate established and constituted under the 
Banking Companies ( Acquisition & Transfer of 
Undertakings ) Act , 1947 , having its Head Office 
at 112 , J.C. Road , Bangalore - 560 001 in the State of 
Karnataka and amongst others having an Asset 
Recovery Management Branch at Panaji , Goa - 403 001 
at the address mentioned in the cause title 
hereinabove . The Written Statements have been 
signed and verified by Shri V. Viswaprakash , who 
is the Senior Manager and who is duly authorized 
and Power of Attorney holder of the Canara Bank . 
Power of Attorney dated 27-11-2002 executed by 
the Bank in favour of Shri V. Viswaprakash is duly 
annexed hereto . 

2. The Party II ( 1 ) / M / s Meta Copper and Alloys 
Ltd. is a borrower of Impleading Party II ( 2 ) / Canara 
Bank and they have availed various credit facilities 
from Consortium of Banks which is reconstituted 
from time to time / its assigns including Canara 
Panaji Branch during 2000 for their business 
purpose against the execution of various loan 
document's / agreements / guarantees and other 
security documents on their moveable / 
/ immoveable properties creating securities in 
favour of Bank . 

3. For securing the limits , primary security 
being all present and future stock of Raw material 
such as Copper Cathode , Copper Scrap , Zinc , Brass 
Honey Scrap , Master Alloys , etc , stock in process , 
finished Goods , store & spares , Book - debts , etc. and 
second charge on all present and future Moveable 
fixed Assets such as vehicles , moveable plant and 
machinery , machinery spares , tools and 
accessories and other moveable , etc. , and 
Immoveable Fixed Assets such as Land and all 
present and future Building , Plant & Machineries 
embedded to earth or fastened to anything which 
is embedded to earth , etc. 

4. The conduct of account of the Party II ( 1 ) was 
not satisfactory / out of order and hence the 
accounts of the Party II ( 1 ) was classified as NPA in 
the books of accounts of the Bank . Subsequently 
impleading Party Canara Bank initiated recovery 
action against the Party II ( 1 ) in respect to the 
recovery of limits under various credit facilities . 

5. The Impleading Party Canara Bank initiated 
recovery action and filed Original Application 
( OA ) in the Debt Recovery Tribunal - III at Mumbai 
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in the year 2011 for its recovery of a sum of 
Rs . 141,91,94,039.90 ( Rupees one hundred forty one 
crores ninety one lakhs ninety four thousand thirty 
nine and paise ninety only ) together with further 
interest thereon @ 16.25 % p.a and 18.75 % p . a . 
compounded with monthly interest from the date 
of filing of the O.A. till payment and also for various 
other reliefs as more particularly contained in the 
said Original Application and that , the hearing 
and final disposal of the above Original 
Application , the Defendants have approached the 
Applicant Bank or One Time Settlement of the 
debt contained in the O. A. as well as the debts 
payable by them to consortium lenders / its assigns 
i.e. M / s Arihant Revival Enterprises ( Assignee of 
original Defendant No. 4 in OA ) , Canara Bank 
( Applicant in OA ) and ARCIL ( Assignee of original 
Defendant No. 5 in OA ) and further states that 
accordingly Consent Terms were entered into 
between the Applicant Bank and Defendant Nos . 
1 to 3 therein in the OA on 12-11-2014 . Pursuant to 
the said Consent Terms , the Learned Presiding 
Officer has passed the order in terms of Consent 
Terms on 12-11-2014 and pursuant to the said 
Consent Terms dated 12-11-2014 , the Defendants 
have paid a sum of Rs . 1735.69 lakhs to the 
Applicant . 

6. The Party II ( 2 ) further states that , upon 
receipt of the above said amount of Rs . 1,735.00 
lakhs to the Applicant and Rs . 4,050.00 lakhs to 
the Consortium Banks which were credited to the 
loan account of Party II ( 1 ) , with the Bank , the 
Applicant Bank as well as other Consortium 
Banks / its assigns have released the charge in 
respect of the Plant and Machinery to the Party II ( 2 ) 
herein ( Defendant No. 1 in the OA ) at the request 
of the Party II ( 1 ) with the condition that the 
Defendant No. 1 to 3 in the said OA shall pay a 
sum of Rs . 5,160.00 lakhs to the Consortium of 
Banks and that after payment of aforesaid sum of 
Rs . 1735.00 lacs to the Impleading Party II ( 2 ) / Bank , 
the Defendants therein have failed and neglected 
to pay the balance amount to the Applicant Bank 
as contained in said Consent Terms . The Applicant 
therefore submits that since the Defendants have 
committed default in repaying the amount under 
the One Time Settlement / Consent Terms , the 
concession granted to the Defendants under the 
said Consent Terms dated 12-11-2014 is not 
available to the Defendants and the Defendants 
are bound and liable to pay the Applicant the 
entire claim amount of Rs . 141,91,94,039.90 
( Rupees one hundred forty one crores ninety one 
lacs ninety forty thousand thirty nine an paise . 
ninety only ) together with further interest . 
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thereon @ 16.25 % p.a. and 18.75 % p.a. 
compounded with monthly interest from the date 
of filing of the O.A. till payment . 

7. As the Party II ( 1 ) could not repay the amount , 
the Bank has initiated recovery proceedings 
including amongst others , action under SARFAESI 
Act , 2002 on its properties and put the properties 
on auction under SARFAESI Act . But even after 
putting the property under public auction four 
times on various occasions , the auction failed due 
to want of bidders . 

8. The Party II ( 2 ) further submit that the Party 
No. II ( 1 ) Company had approached the Bank for 
One Time Settlement of the debt contained in the 
O.A. as well as the debts payable by them to other 
Consortium Lenders to M / s Arihant Revival 
Enterprises ( Assignee of Original Defendant No. 4 
in OA ) , Canara Bank ( Applicant in OA ) and ARCIK 
( Assignee of original Defendant No. 5 in OA ) . 

9. As the Party II ( 1 ) Company had approached 
the Applicant Bank for an One Time Settlement of 
their debt contained in the O.A. as well as dues to 
the other Consortium Lenders , Party II ( 2 ) Bank has 
deferred for the time being the proceedings for 
sale of the immovable properties of the Company 
under SARFAESI Act . 

10. The Impleading Party II ( 2 ) therefore submits 
that the impleading Party is not a necessary Party 
in the proceedings herein and entire relief 
claimed by the Party I / Workmen against the 
Impleading Party is bad in law / not maintainable 
and ought to be dismissed in limine . 

21. In the Rejoinder at Exhibit 6 , the Party I denied 
the case put forth by Party II ( 1 ) in their Written 
Statement . 

4. Based on the above mentioned pleadings , my 
Learned Predecessor has framed the Issues at 
Exhibit 11 and the same are as follows : 

ISSUES 

1. Whether the Party I proves that the management 
of Party II refused to provide employment to the 
workmen at Sr. No. ( 1 ) to ( 32 ) and Sr. No. ( 33 ) and ( 34 ) 
in the reference order , on 17-6-11 and 18-6-11 
respectively when they went to report to work at the 
factory of Party II ? 

2. Whether the Party I proves that the action of the 
management in refusing to provide employment to 
these unionized workmen is illegal , unjust and bad 
in law ? 

3. Whether the Party I proves that as Party II was 
employing more than 100 workmen at its factory to 
refusal of employment , the provisions of Chapter VB 
of I. D. Act applicable ? 
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4. Whether the Party II proves that Goa Trade and 
Commercial Workers Union has no locus standi to 
represent the workers concerned in the reference to 
file the claim statement on their behalf as none of 
the employees are their members ? 

5. Whether the Party II proves that the company 
had to suspend the manufacturing activities as it 
had no funds to bring the raw material ? 

6. Whether the Party II proves that as of today its 
entire property has been taken over by the financial 
institutions and as such the said financial 
institutions namely Canara Bank , Panaji , Goa , Indian 
Overseas Bank , Panaji , Goa , Halcyon Finance and 
Capital Advisors Pvt . Ltd. , ( Halcyon ) , Mumbai are the 
necessary parties to this reference ? 

7. Whether the persons at Sr. No. 2 Shri Prakash 
Dabholkar and at Sr. No. 7 Shri Vivekanand Naik in 
the reference order , are the workmen as defined 
u / s 2 ( s ) of I. D. Act ? 

8. Whether the Party II proves that the 13 workmen 
named in the order of reference at Sr. Nos . 1 , 3 , 4 , 5 , 14 , 
18 , 23 , 25 , 26 , 27 , 28 , 31 & 34 have voluntarily resigned 
from the employment of Party II and therefore they 
are not entitled for any relief ? 

9. Whether the Party II proves that there is nothing 
due and payable to all the above 13 workmen who 
have accepted all the dues , except at Sr. No. 5 as 
there is order from the Court to pay all his dues to the 
bank as he had defaulted in payment of personal loan 
availed by him ? 

10. What relief ? What order ? " 

5. Additional issues were framed at Exhibit 29 
which are as follows : 

1. Whether the Party II proves that subsequent to 
taking over all assets by the Party II ( 2 ) , the Party II 
has become non - functional ? 

2. Whether the Party II proves closure of Party II 
was due to unavoidable circumstances beyond 
the control of Party II ? 

3. Whether the Hon'ble Tribunal have jurisdiction 
to try and entertain the dispute after Party II ( 2 ) 
taking over the assets under SARFAESI Act by

9. The Party II ( 2 ) examined its first witness 
Shri P. Lokesh and brought on record copy of letter 
dated 16-11-2015 of M / s Regency Enterprises at 
Exh.159 , copy of letter dated 30-01-2016 reg . NOC at 
Exh.160 , copy of letter dated 09-03-2017 from Meta 
Copper and Alloys Ltd. at Exh . 161 and copy of letter 
dated 19-07-2017 from Canara Bank at Exh.162 . 
During cross - examination of this witness documents 
brought on record were copy of authority letter to 
depose in this matter at Exh . 163 , copy of application 
filed before Debt Recovery Tribunal ( DRT ) -III at 
Mumbai in the year 2000 along with the copy of the 
order as stated in para - 5 of his Affidavit at Exh . 164

that their accounts had been classified as NPA at 
Exh .

10. Heard arguments . Learned Advocate P. J. 
Kamat argued on behalf of Party I. Learned Advocate 
Shri M. S. Bandodkar argued on behalf of Party II ( 1 ) 
and Learned Advocate Ms. A. Raikar argued on behalf 
of Party II ( 2 ) and all the Parties have placed on record 
their written submissions . 

11. I have gone through the records of the case 
and have duly considered the arguments advanced 
and also the arguments placed on record and after 
going through the same , I have given my reasons 
and findings on the issues which are framed and the 
same are as follows :

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REASONS 

Issues No. 1 and 2 : 

12. Issue No.1 and 2 are discussed together for the 
sake of convenience and also as they are 
interconnected . That , according to Party I workmen 
the Party II ( 1 ) which is a Company incorporated 
under the provisions of the Indian Companies Act 
and Party I are / were its workmen and according to 
Party I , the Party II ( 1 ) had in its employment more 
than 400 workmen excluding Officers and the 
managerial staff and all these workmen who were 
amongst the other 400 workmen who were working 
in the Factory of the Party II ( 1 ) continuously till 
17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 and the said workmen 
were not allowed to report for work from 17-06-2011 
and 18-06-2011 and all the said workmen including 
majority of other workmen of the Party II ( 1 ) were the 
members of the Goa Trade and Commercial Workers ' 
Union were refused employment and were not 
allowed to enter the Factory w.e.f. 18-06-2011 and as 
such they started sitting near the Factory Gate 
waiting for an opportunity to resume to their duties 
but the Party II ( 1 ) did not give any employment nor 
allowed entry to the said workmen and to other 
workmen and has thus refused the employment to 
the said workmen and to others w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 which also amounts to illegal termination 
of the workmen without following the mandatory 
provisions and Rules of the Industrial Disputes Act , 
1947 and the action of Party II ( 1 ) in refusing to provide 
employment to the said workmen is also malafide 
and an unfair labour practice made by Party II ( 1 ) to 
harass and victimize them and to get rid of them and 
as such it also amounts to illegal refusal of 
employment to the said workmen . 

13. The first witness of the Party I , 
Shri Ratikant Khandeparkar has clearly mentioned 
in his Affidavit - in - Evidence the detailed facts of their 
case which is also proved through the various 
documents produced by him from Exhibit - 32 to 
Exhibit 42. His cross examination has also not been 
shaken on any aspects and he has stated in his cross 
that he was working as a Technician with Party II ( 1 ) 
and he was drawing a monthly salary of Rs.11,000 / 
at the time of his termination and he received the 
Termination Letter on 13-10-2016 . He is aware about 
the Union which is known by the name Goa Trade 
and Commercial Workers ' Union since 2011 and he 
states that he was not having any relation with the 
said Union and he does not know if other workers 
concerned in the present reference were having any 
relation with the said Union . And he also states that 
the present dispute is in connection with refusal of 
employment as they were kept out of the Company 
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premises . Though he has stated that they raised the 
dispute through the Union , but he does not have any 
receipt to show that he was the member of the union 
and was paying full membership fees of the Union . It 
is on this point Learned Advocate Shri M. S. 
Bandodkar for Party II ( 1 ) has raised objection and has 
argued that this Tribunal has no jurisdiction to try 
and entertain the present reference as according to 
him since it is the allegation of the Party I that the 
Company refused to provide employment means the 
Union wants to make out the case that the 
Management has illegally terminated the services 
of workmen and the Union has no locus standi to 
represent the workmen or to file the Claim Statement 
as the reference has been made u / s 2 ( k ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 and not under Section 
2A . He has also argued that the Union / workmen have 
not placed on record any documents to show that 
the workmen were the members of the said Union at 
the time when their services were terminated nor 
there is any resolution passed by the Union to raise 
the present industrial dispute and further argued 
that it was therefore necessary on part of the Party I 
to produce the Membership Register , receipt of 
workmen , or any document showing that the 
workmen were the members of the Union at that time . 
There is no dispute that the workman / the first 
witness of the workmen has stated very clearly in his 
cross - examination that he does not have any receipt 
to show that he was the member of the Union but 
according to him he was paying full membership of 
the Union but admittedly , no such documents are 
produced by the workmen . To this , the second witness 
of the Party I Shri Vivekanand Naik has stated in his 
cross - examination that they had joined the Union 
about three months prior to the suspension of 
operations i.e. they joined the Union somewhere in 
April , 2011. He also stated that they joined the Union 
earlier and resolution for joining the Union was taken 
on 12-06-2011 . The copy of the said Resolution dated 
12-06-2011 was shown to him and the same was 
produced which is at Exhibit 56 ( produced in cross ) . 
As per this Resolution , it clearly states that the said 
workmen shall follow all the rules and resolutions of 
the Union , the details of which are specifically stated 
in para - 4 of Exhibit 56 ( produced in cross ) . The said 
Union which is Goa Trade and Commercial Workers ' 
Union is affiliated to All India Trade Union Congress 
as per this Resolution . The first witness Shri Ratikant 
Khandeparkar and the second witness Shri 
Vivekananda Naik along with the other workmen had 
resolved to join the said Union as per Exh . 56. The 
document at Exh . 55 ( produced in cross ) is the reply 
sent by the Management to the Party I Union replying 
to the alleged refusal of employment to their 
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workmen by the Management . This letter clearly 
proves that the Union had made a letter in respect of 
the said dispute dated 22-06-2011 which document 
is at Exh . 54 ( produced in cross ) which is a complaint 
made to the Labour Commissioner by the Party I 
workmen in respect of their refusal of employment to 
32 workmen named in Annexure - 1 w.e.f. 17-06-2011 
and two workmen named in Annexure - II w.e.f. 
18-06-2011 by the Management . This also proves the 
timely action taken by the Party I Union in respect of 
their refusal to employment by the Management . 

14. Learned Advocate Shri M. S. Bandodkar for 
Party II ( 1 ) has placed reliance on the authority 
reported in the following cases : 

( i ) In the case of Sindhu Resettlement 
Corporation Ltd. V / s Industrial Tribunal of 
Gujarat 1968 ( I ) LLJ 834 and in the case of 
Workmen of Dimakuchi Tea Estate V / s 
Dimakuchi Tea Estate 1958 SCR 1156 , it is 
observed that an industrial dispute has to be 
referred by the appropriate Government for 
adjudication and the workman cannot approach 
the Labour Court or Industrial Tribunal directly , 
except in those cases which are covered by 
Section 2A of the Act . Reference is made under 
Section 10 of the Act in those cases where the 
appropriate Government forms an opinion that 
' any industrial dispute exists or is apprehended ' . 
The words ' industrial dispute exists ' are of 
paramount importance unless there is an 
existence of an industrial dispute ( or the dispute 
is apprehended or it is apprehended such a 
dispute may arise in near future ) , no reference is 
made . Thus , existence or apprehension of an 
industrial dispu is a sine qua non for making the 
reference . No doubt , at the time of taking a decision 
whether a reference is to be made or not , the 
appropriate Government is not to go into the 
merits of the dispute . Making of reference is only 
an administrative function . At the same time , on 
the basis of material on record , satisfaction of the 
existence of the industrial dispute or the 
apprehension of an industrial dispute is necessary . 
Such existence / apprehension of industrial 
dispute , thus , becomes a condition precedent , 
though it will be only subjective satisfaction based 
on material on record . Since , we are not concerned 
with the satisfaction dealing with cases where 
there is apprehended industrial dispute , 
discussion that follows would confine to existence 
of an industrial dispute . Dispute or difference 
arises when one Party make a demand and the 
other Party rejects the same . 

The observations indicate that an industrial 
dispute , as defined , must be a dispute between 
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employers and employers , employers and 
workmen and workmen and workmen and 
according to him since in the case in hand there is 
nothing to indicate that the workmen had . 
espoused the dispute , it has to be held that the 
Union had no authority on behalf of the workmen 
and that Party I Union has no locus standi to 
espouse the dispute . 

( ii ) In the case of Air India Employees ' Guild 
Air India Ltd. , 2007 II LLJ 207 ( Bom ) in which 
the employers decision to verify the membership 
of staff by secret ballot was challenged by the 
employees and while dealing with this subject the 
Hon'ble Court by referring to Clause - 9 of Code of 
Discipline stated that membership of the Union 
for the purpose of recognition has to be counted 
on the basis of payment of subscription by the 
workers . 

( iii ) The Bombay High Court in ANZ Grindlays 
Bank v / s General Secretary , Grindlays Bank 
Employees Union and Others ( 2001ILLJ ) 
judgement does not apply in the present case and 
is clearly distinguishable as the same does not 
deal with reference under Section 2 ( k ) and the 
same has been raised under 2 ( A ) . The Company 
reserves its right to make oral submission at the 
time of oral arguments . 

15. I have perused all these authorities in deciding 
the present case and there is no dispute about the 
settled position of law as held in the above cases 
relied upon . But , its applicability will be seen in the 
light of authorities relied upon by Adv . Shri P. J. Kamat 
for the Party I workmen . 

16. Learned Advocate Shri P. J. Kamat for Party I 
has placed reliance on the authority reported in the 
following cases : 

1. Steel Authority of India Ltd. v / s Hindustan 
Steel Employees Union and Ors . reported in 
( 1998 ) ILJ 704 Calcutta wherein it has been held 
by referring to Section 36 of the said Act which 
refers to representation of Parties and it states that 
a workmen who is a Party to a dispute shall be 
entitled to be represented in any proceedings under 
this Act by my- ( c ) where the worker is not a member 
of any trade union , by ( any member of the executive 
or other office - bearer ) of any trade union connected 
with , or by any other workman employed in the 
industry in which the worker is employed and 
authorized in such manner as may be prescribed . " 

The three things appear to be essential in the 
context of Section 10 of the Act firstly , there should 
be an industrial dispute , secondly , it should be 
expedient to make reference , thirdly , the term of 
reference should normally be specified to avoid 
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vagueness . If there is an industrial dispute is 
supported by any Union of the workers or by 
sufficient number of workmen . If there is no 
industrial dispute in terms of Section 2 - A of the 
Act , then alone it would be necessary to see whether 
the individual dispute has been espoused by the 
Union or supported by sufficient number of 
workmen . If there is an industrial dispute in terms 
of Section 2 - A of the Act then the Government has 
merely to see whether it is expedient to refer the 
dispute to the Tribunal . The expediency may be 
due to practical necessity or otherwise desirable to 
make reference for adjudication . The prima facie , 
satisfaction may also induce the appropriate 
Government to refer the dispute . The point is that 
it should appear expedient from the circumstances 
of the case . If the reference order indicates the point 
in dispute for adjudication it would clearly show 
that the Government was prima facie satisfied that 
it would be expedient to refer the matter without in 
any way influenced whether it is an industrial 
dispute under Section 2 - A of the Act or 2 ( k ) of the 
Act . The ratio applied in this case gets squarely 
attracted to the facts of the present case . It is also 
to be noted here that the authority relied upon by 
Adv . Shri M. S. Bandodkar in the case of Sindhu 
Resettlement as mentioned above is not applicable 
to the facts of the present case as the conclusion 
in this authority was in respect of the case relating 
to retrenchment compensation of the workers 
which is not so in the instant case as the present 
dispute relates to illegal termination and 
reinstatement . Further in the matter of Sindhu 
Resettlement , it was a case law prior to the 
introduction of Section 2A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act and our Hon'ble High Court has held 
in the case of Maharashtra General Kamgar 
Union v / s Haldyn Glass Works reported in 2005 
I CLR 668 ( 7 ) held that " a dispute falling u / s 2A is 
a deemed industrial dispute under Section 2 ( k ) of 
the said Act and there is no necessity that such 
dispute is required to be espoused by the recognized 
Union " and further held that " whether the 
individual workman raises dispute by himself or 
whether the dispute on his behalf is espoused by a 
recognized Union or substantial number of 
workmen in the industry would be irrelevant . The 
reference would be maintainable as long as the 
dispute falls within Section 2A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act , 1947 " . - That on going through the 
deposition of Shri Deepak Mathur , the first witness 
of Party II ( 1 ) , it is seen that he has admitted in 
cross that " it is true that in our letter at Exh . 100 , 
the Party II ( 1 ) had not disputed the locus standi of 
the Union to take up the matter of the workmen of 
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the Party II ( 1 ) " and has further stated that " it is 
true that workers at Exh . 42 who were not allowed 
to report for work were not paid wages or any lay 
off compensation for the period they were kept out " 
and further states that the Party II ( 1 ) also did not 
inform the said workers named in Exh . 42 that they 
need not come to the Gate during the said period 
that they were kept out . He has also admitted that 
in the notices at Exh . 40 and 63 he has not 
mentioned that the said workers at Exh . 42 were 
kept out on account of shortage of coal , power or 
raw material or accumulation of stocks or the 
breakdown of the machinery . He has also admitted 
" it is true that on Exh . 39 the amount mentioned 
that the workers who were kept out from 
17-06-2011 were on account of temporary 
suspension of activities " . And further states that 
the Company did not issue any letters to the said 
69 employees at Exh.41 subsequent to 17-06-2011 
as they had resigned on finishing their work . 

17. He has also stated in cross that the letter dated 
11-07-2011 at Exh . 100 was addressed by the 
Company to the said Union pertaining to the dispute 
raised by it and he also admits that whenever any 
dispute is raised by the Union in respect of the action 
keeping the workers out , as per Exh . 63 , the Company 
was required to preserve the attendance and wage 
records of all those workers for the said year . He has 
also admitted that the workers whose names are 
mentioned on Exh . 42 who were not allowed to report 
for work were not paid wages or any of the 
compensation for the period they were kept out and 
also further admits that they did not inform the said 
workers that they need not come to the Gate during 
the period they were kept out and also states that all 
such workmen who were listed at Exh . 42 were on 
the Muster Roll of the Party II ( 1 ) as on 06-06-2011 and 
thereafter upto the respective dates mentioned 
against their names . Hence , his entire deposition 
shows that he has admitted that the Party I workmen 
were kept out from 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 and 
were not required to report for work as per the notice 
at Exh . 100. A careful perusal on the notice dated 
07-06-2011 at Exh . 40 and Exh . 42 shows that all the se 
workmen whose names are mentioned in the 
reference were not allowed to report for work w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 and this action taken by 
Party II ( 1 ) continued upto 13-10-2016 when they 
decided to declare the industrial establishment 
closed w.e.f. 13-10-2016 and terminated the services 
of all these workmen who were on the rolls of the 
Party II ( 1 ) upto 13-10-2016 . 

18. Since it is the major grievance and allegation 
of the Party I workmen that the action of Management 
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in refusing to provide employment to the said . 
workers is illegal , unjust and bad - in - law , it becomes 
necessary to look into the aspect whether first of all 
the Party II ( 1 ) was vested with such powers to do so 
under the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act 
or under Contract of Service with the workmen or in 
respect of the Standing Orders of the Party II ( 1 ) . 
Learned Advocate Shri P. J. Kamat for the Party I on 
this aspect places reliance on the following 
authorities : 

1. Workmen V / s Firestone Tyres Rubber Co. 
Ltd. 1976 ( 32 ) FLR 170 SC wherein it has been 
held that " when the workmen were laid off without 
any authority or law or the power in the 
management under the Contract of Service , such 
action of the management is not legal ; that where 
there is a power in the management to lay off a 
workman and to which the provisions of Chapter 
VA apply , the question of payment of Compensation 
will be governed and determined by the said 
provisions . 

= 

2. Hotel Imperial , New Delhi and Ors . v / s 
Hotel Workmen Union 1950-77 ( 6 ) SCLJ ( page 
3782 3786 ) ( 1 ) SCR 476 it is observed that 
namely " Ordinarily , therefore , the absence of such 
power either as an express term in the contract or 
in the rules framed under some statute would mean 
that the master would have no power to suspend a 
workmen and even if he does so in the sense that he 
forbids the employee to work , he will have to pay 
wages during the so called period of suspension . 
Where , however , there is power to suspend either 
in the contract of employment or in the statute or 
the rules framed thereunder , the suspension has the 
effect of temporarily suspending the relation of 
master and servant with the consequence that the 
servant is not bound to render service and the 
master is not bound to pay " . 

19. In the light of the above authorities , it is seen 
that the Party II ( 1 ) has not produced any documentary 
evidence to show that such powers were vested with 
them for keeping these workmen out of employment . 
The witness examined by the Party II ( 1 ) has not 
produced any documents such as , Contract of Service 
or the Certified Standing Orders to justify their 
action . Therefore , it becomes necessary to look into 
Section 12 - A of the Standing Orders Act and the 
Model Standing Orders prescribed in Schedule - I to 
the Standing Orders under the Rules . A perusal on 
clause - 14 of the Model Standing Orders does not 
provide for suspending the operations of the Factory 
and rendering the workmen jobless without 
payment . That under Clause - 12 of the Model 
Standing Orders there is a provision of " stoppage of 
work " under certain circumstances such as Stoppage 
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of Work - the Employer may , at any time in the event 
of fire , catastrophe and breakdown of machinery or 
stoppage of power supply , epidemics , civil commotions 
or other cause beyond his control , stop any section or 
sections of the establishment wholly or partially for 
any period or periods without notice . The present case 
does not fall in any of the above categories . Therefore , 
this action taken by the Party II ( 1 ) in refusing the 
employment to the Party I workmen without they 
having any power under the Contract of Service or 
the Standing Orders are totally illegal and bad in 
law . The act of Party II ( 1 ) in keeping all these 
workmen whose names are mentioned at Exh . 42 on 
account of temporary suspension of manufacturing 
activities is not in accordance with the provisions of 
the said Act as to my mind suspending the operations 
of the Factory and keeping the workers jobless and 
without payment would also not come under Section 
2 ( kkk ) of the said Act which refers to lay - off and the 
lay - off has been defined under Section 2 ( kkk ) of the 
said Act as " 2 ( kkk ) lay - off ( with its grammatical 
variations and cognate expression ) means the failure , 
refusal or inability of an employer on account of 
shortage of coal , power or raw material or the 
accumulation of stocks or the breakdown of machinery 
or natural calamity or from any other connected reasons 
to give employment to a workman whose name is borne 
on the Muster Rolls of his industrial establishment 
and who has not been retrenched . The case of the 
Party II ( 1 ) also does not come within the provisions 
of the above sections . 

20. Learned Advocate Shri P. J. Kamat at this 
juncture places reliance on the authority reported in 
the case of Jasbir K Dhaliwal V / s NEPC Airlines , 
Madras and Ors . reported in 2002 I CLR 1076 , para 
9 after referring to the definition of lay - off under 
Section 2 ( kkk ) of the said Act , has held that " it , 
therefore , means that if an employer is unable to 
provide work for the workman on account of shortage 
of coal , power or accumulation of stocks or break - down 
of machinery or if there is a failure or refusal on the 
part of the Employer to provide work to a workman 
whose name is on the Muster Rolls and he has not 
been retrenched , such workman would be under lay 
off from the employment of the employer . The 
explanation to the section provides that if the employer 
does not offer work within 2 hours of the workman 
presenting himself for work , it shall be deemed that 
such person is laid - off for the day " . And to justify their 
act the witness of the Party II ( 1 ) Shri Deepak Mathur 
has not mentioned any of the above facts as according 
to him on account of severe local violent agitations 
in the year 1999 the Company suffered tremendous 
loss and the Plant could not be started on time but 
has not given any justification for keeping these

workmen jobless from 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 and 
then thereafter . He has admitted in cross that on their 
reply dated 11-07-2011 at Exh.100 , they have 
mentioned that the suspension of activities in 
keeping the workers out was on account of no funds . 
He has admitted in cross " I have not mentioned that 
the said workers at Exh . 42 were kept out on account 
of shortage of coal , power or raw material or 
accumulation of stocks or breakdown of machinery " 
which goes to show that their case does not come 
even within the provisions of 2 ( kkk ) lay - off . 

21. It is the objection raised by Learned Advocate 
Shri M. S. Bandodkar on behalf of Party II ( 1 ) that the 
present dispute cannot be considered as an 
industrial dispute and it is legally required that the 
Union should raise dispute in writing to the 
Management first and the Management thereafter 
must reject the demand of the Union in writing and 
only thereafter Union can raise a genuine industrial 
dispute before the Conciliation Officer / Government 
and according to him in this case no such stages are 
complied with as the Union nor the workmen did not 
file any documents that Union raised industrial 
dispute and there is no letter written by the Union to 
the Management for raising any dispute and also 
stated that the witnesses examined by the Party I 
workmen have also admitted that they do not have 
any documents to show that they were members of 
the said Union and the workmen / Union have also 
not produced any resolution on record passed by the 
Union to raise the present industrial dispute and as 
such according to him the Union has failed to prove 
their locus standi to represent workmen and the 
Company has also not received any letter from 
workmen stating that they have joined the Union . In 
support of this he has placed reliance in the authority 
reported in the case of Prabhakar V / s Joint Director , 
Sericulture Department & Anr . 2015 ( 147 ) FLR 341 
wherein the Hon'ble Apex Court has held that " a 
dispute or difference arises when demand is made by 
one side i.e. ( workmen ) and rejected by the other side 
i.e. the Employer and vice versa and an industrial 
dispute cannot be said to exist until and unless the 
demand is made by the workman and it has been 
rejected by the Employer " . 

22. To this the Learned Advocate Shri P. J. Kamat 
for Party I has argued that vide letter dated 
22-06-2011 at Exh . 54 , the Party I had made demands 
with the Party II ( 1 ) to provide immediate employment 
to all the workmen whose names were mentioned in 
Annexure - I and Annexure - II of the said letter and 
their letter dated 22-06-2011 at Exh . 54 , produced in 
cross has been produced by the Party I at the 
instance of Party II ( 1 ) in cross - examination of Mr. 
Vivekanand Naik . Further it is seen that Exh . 54 
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( produced in cross ) has been replied by the Party 
II ( 1 ) vide its letter dated 11-06-2011 which is at 
Exhibit - 55 and further Party I have also produced a 
resolution dated 12-06-2011 at Exhibit - 56 ( produced 
in cross ) wherein the Party I Union had taken 
resolution on 12-06-2011 admitting the workers as 
the members of the Party I Union which goes to show 
that the Party I was aware as on 11-07-2011 that the 
workers were admitted as members of the said Union / 
/ Party I from 12-06-2011 . The Party II ( 1 ) in its reply at 
Exh . 56 has not disputed the membership of the 
workmen of the Party II ( 1 ) nor they made any 
grievance or took up the matter before the Labour 
Commissioner in the dispute raised by the Party I 
Union . Adv . Shri P. J. Kamat has placed reliance on 
the authority reported in the case of Steel Authority 
of India Ltd. v / s Hindustan Steel Employees Union 
& Ors . 1997 ( 4 ) SCT – 78 Calcutta as mentioned 
above . Hence , in view of the above reasons , issue 
No. 1 and 2 are answered in the affirmative . 

Issue No. 3 : 

23. It is the case of the Party I that the Party II ( 1 ) 
was employing more than 100 workmen at its Factory 
prior to refusal of employment and as such the 
provisions of Chapter VB of the Industrial Disputes 
Act gets applicable to the present case . To this it is 
seen that the first witness of the Party I , Shri Ratikant 
Khandeparkar has clearly mentioned in his Affidavit 
in Evidence that Party II ( 1 ) had in its employment 
more than 400 workmen , excluding Officers , 
Supervisors and Managerial Staff on all the days 
preceding 12 months from 18-06-2011 and the Factory 
was running in three shifts and he has also stated 
that the present workmen are amongst the other 400 
workmen who were working in the Factory of the 
Party II ( 1 ) continuously till 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 when the said workmen were not allowed 
to report for work on both these days and thereafter 
as mentioned in the Order of Reference . This position 
is also clear and stands confirmed in his cross 
examination wherein he has stated that there were 
about 400 workmen working with Party II ( 1 ) and he 
has admitted further that though he has not 
produced the list of 400 workmen , but he has 
produced the documents at Exh . 35 Colly and Exh . 
38 giving the list of workmen employed by the Party 
II ( 1 ) and on a careful perusal on both these exhibits 
clearly shows that the Party II ( 1 ) had in its 
employment more than 400 workmen excluding 
Officers , Supervisors and managerial staff . This 
position is also confirmed and corroborated through 
the testimony of the second witness of the Party I , 
Shri Vivekanand Naik who has also clearly stated 
that he is also unable to produce the names of 400 
workmen mentioned in Para - 1 of his Affidavit - in 
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Evidence or any details about them but , he clearly 
states further in cross that the names of 400 workmen 
are as per ESI documents produced on record which 
is at Exh . 33 to 39 Colly . 

24. It is seen that the Party I has produced the 
documents at Exh . 35 which is ESI Returns for the 
period April , 2010 to September , 2010 , Exh . 38 which 
is ESI Returns for the period October , 2010 to March , 
2011 and Exh . 39 which is ESI Returns for the period 
April , 2011 to September , 2011. The documents more 
specifically produced at Exh . 35 Colly and 38 , 39 and 
152 produced in cross clearly proves that at the time 
the Party II ( 1 ) suspended the activities and kept the 
said workers as mentioned on Exh . 42 , the Party II ( 1 ) 
was employing more than 100 workmen during the 
preceding 12 months of June , 2011. Further it is seen 
that the witness of Party II ( 1 ) Shri D. Mathur has 
produced the list of 194 workmen employed in June , 
2011 and has stated that out of the said list 20 
employees are non - workmen categories but has not 
led any evidence in support of this and therefore this 
statement for want of specific evidence cannot be 
believed . 

25. The Party II ( 1 ) in its reply / Written Statement 
has stated that the total strength of workmen is 
around 225 workmen and therefore this statement of 
Party II ( 1 ) vis - à - vis their documents at Exh . 35 Colly , 
38 , 39 and 152 shows that Party II ( 1 ) was employing 
on an average more than 100 workmen for preceding 
12 months of June , 2011 and is therefore covered 
under Chapter VB of the said Act . It has been argued 
by Learned Advocate Shri P. J. Kamat for the Party I 
that even if it is assumed but not admitted that the 
Party II ( 1 ) establishment is not governed by Chapter 
VB but governed by Chapter VA of the said Act , the 
Party I workmen who had been asked to stay outside 
the Gate during temporary suspension period 
amounts to lay - off and therefore would be entitled 
for compensation u / s 25 - C of the said Act from the 
date they were kept out if the lay - off is legal and for 
full wages till the date of termination of the services 
of the said workmen on account of closure of the 
establishment w.e.f. 13-10-2016 as informed vide 
letter dated 13-08-2016 at Exh . 151 . 

26. It is also to be noted here that Shri Prakash 
Dabholkar who is the second witness of Party II ( 1 ) 
has clearly mentioned in his cross - examination that 
" it is true that the Company Party II ( 1 ) had in its 
employment more than 400 workmen excluding 
Officers , Supervisors and management staff on all 
the days preceding 12 months from 18-06-2011 . It is 
true that the Party II ( 1 ) was running in three shifts . It 
is true that the workmen in this reference were 
amongst 400 workmen who were working in the 
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Factory for the Party II ( 1 ) continuously till 17-06-2011 
and 18-06-2011 " . Hence , the testimony of this witness 
conclusively proves that Party II ( 1 ) was employing 
more than 100 workmen in its Factory prior to the 
refusal of employment and therefore , the provisions 
of Chapter VB of the I. D. Act gets applicable . 

27. Party I submits that the Bombay High Court in 
the matter of Hartex Tubes Pvt . Ltd. V / s Asstt . 
Commissioner of Labour , Nagpur and Ors reporting 
in 1998 ( 78 ) FLR 893 at page 899 has held as under : 

" However , what is more relevant in this case , 
would be the provisions of Chapter V - B of course , 
on behalf of the petitioners , it is contended that 
change of weekly off is covered by Section 52 and as 
they have fulfilled the requirement , the question of 
lay off does not arise . In the instant case , the reason 
for changing the weekly off is in terms of Notice 
dated 22-08-1994 . The Notice clearly contemplates 
that the weekly off is being changed on account of 
shortage of material . If the employees were refused 
work , in such event , on any other day , the provisions 
pertaining to lay off would be attracted . Can , 
therefore the argument be sustained that because 
the employer has chosen to shift the weekly off , then 
in that event , it will cease to be a lay - off . As pointed 
out earlier , the definition of lay - off itself is as set out 
under Section 2 ( kkk ) of the Industrial Disputes Act . 
The reasons given in the notice dated 22-08-1994 
would by itself indicate that the weekly off was 
changed on account of shortage of material . In a 
case , were the provisions of Chapter V - B are 
attracted , contemplates that , permission is 
required . Can the employer contend that because 
in law under Section 52 ( 1 ) ( b ) as it sought to be 
argued , he can change the weekly off by giving 
notice to the Inspector and put a Notice on Display 
Board he can dispense with the requirement of 
Chapter V - B . The answer must be clearly in the 
negative . It is not possible for an employer to change 
the weekly off solely on the ground that here was 
no material available for work to be provided on a 
particular date . Such exercise would be clearly a 
colourable exercise to defeat the very object of the 
weekly off . If in law there are statutory requirements 
under Chapter V - B in seeking permission before the 
lay - off is effected , ingenuity cannot be allowed to 
defeat the requirement of law . In the instant case , 
clearly the sole reason for change in the weekly off 
was shortage of material . In such a case , if the 
employer had to lay - off , he was bound to pay 
compensation . This he cannot avoid by resorting 
to change in the weekly off itself bearing in mind 
the law laid down by the Apex Court in the case of 
John Douglas ( supra ) " . 
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28. To this it is the contention of Learned Advocate 
Shri M. S. Bandodkar that this issue needs to be 
answered in the negative as according to him once 
SARFAESI Act comes into operation , jurisdiction will 
lie to different tribunal as per Section 34 and 13 ( 4 ) of 
the Act . If this court goes carefully through the 
provisions of the Act , it can be seen that the Bank 
took over movable and immovable property on 
15-02-2012 and 22-12-2012 and it was only given to 
the Company for maintenance and not to operate i.e. 
operation was not visible thereafter . Therefore , once 
SARFAESI Act came into force , jurisdiction of the 
Tribunal to try and entertain dispute would be to the 
extent of suspension of operation which vanished 
once Bank took over the possession of assets . This 
Court cannot go into Chapter VB of the Act as when 
the Company is declaring lockout , question of 
workmen being more than 100 and applicability of 
Chapter VB of Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 does not 
arise . These arguments do not carry any weightage 
as the Party I has succeeded in proving that the 
Party II ( 1 ) was employing more than 100 workmen at 
its Factory prior to refusal of employment and as such 
the provisions of Chapter VB of the Industrial 
Disputes Act gets applicable . It is also noted that 
the Party I workmen were refused the employment 
on 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 when their services 
were illegally terminated and by way of amendment 
to the Written Statement by Party II ( 1 ) it is pleaded 
that the Party II ( 2 ) and others took over the possession 
of land and building ( immovable assets ) on 
15-02-2012 and entire Plant and Machinery used in 
the manufacturing activities which are movable 
assets on 22-02-2012 under SARFAESI Act , 2002 , that 
the possession has been taken by Party II ( 2 ) by virtue 
of operation of law on 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 due 
to which the Party II ( 1 ) could never start the 
functioning of the activities due to this unavoidable 
circumstances beyond the control of the Employer . 
Hence , this goes to show that at the time when the 
workers were refused the employment the SARFAESI 
Act , 2002 did not come into play as the illegal 
termination is of the year 2011 and the possession of 
the movable and immovable assets of Party II ( 1 ) was 
taken by Party II ( 2 ) in the year 2012 and when the 
refusal of employment happens to be of the Year , 2011 , 
the provisions of Chapter VB of the Industrial . 
Disputes Act gets applicable in view of the cogent 
evidence brought on record by the Party I through 
the witnesses vis - à - vis the documents . Hence , issue 
No. 3 accordingly stands answered in the affirmative . 
Issue No. 4 : 

29. Since it is the objection raised by Party II ( 1 ) in 
the Written Statement that the Goa Trade and 
Commercial Workers ' Union has no locus standi to 
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represent the workers concerned in the reference 
and to file the Claim Statement on their behalf as 
none of the employees are their members and in view 
of this objection , this issue has been framed which is 
a burden on Party II ( 1 ) to discharge the same . I have 
discussed in detail while deciding issue No. 1 and 2 
as to how and in what manner the said Union has 
locus standi to represent the workers in the present 
reference which was a major objection in the 
arguments advanced by Learned Advocate Shri M. 
S. Bandodkar for Party II ( 1 ) who has argued that the 
Union has not shown nor produced any documents 
of membership to show that these workmen were 
members of the said Union to which Learned 
Advocate Shri P. J. Kamat for Party I has argued that 
it is not relevant as to when the workers had joined 
the Union and the fact that the workers had joined 
the Party I Union before the date of 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 is material to decide as to on the date of 
making a demand the workers were the members of 
the Party I Union or not . He places reliance on the 
authority reported in the case of ANZ Grindlay Bank 
V / s G. S. Grindlay Bank Employees Union & Ors . 
reported in 2001 ( 89 ) FLR 375 wherein our Hon'ble 
High Court has held that the membership of a Union 
is not a condition precedent to espouse an industrial 
dispute of the workman . The Union can espouse cause 
of even a non - member who approaches them for help . 
Further it is seen that vide Exh . 54 , the Party I had 
made demands with Party II ( 1 ) to provide immediate 
employment to all the workmen whose names were 
mentioned on the letter dated 22-06-2011 which is at 
Exh . 54 and to this letter the Party II ( 1 ) has made a 
reply dated 11-07-2011 which is at Exh . 55 produced 
in cross . Moreover , the Party I has also produced a 
resolution dated 12-06-2011 at Exh . 56 produced in 
cross , wherein the Party I Union had taken resolution 
on 12-06-2011 admitting the workers as the members 
of the Party I Union . Hence , the Party II ( 1 ) was aware 
on 11-07-2011 that these workers were admitted as 
members of the Party I Union from 12-06-2011 and in 
the reply dated 11-07-2011 at Exh . 55 , the Party II has 
not disputed the membership of the workmen of the 
Party II ( 1 ) nor taken up the said issue before the 
Labour Commissioner in the dispute raised by the 
Party I Union . It is also seen that the Party II ( 1 ) vide 
Exh . 48 had communicated to its workers to stay out 
of the Gate during temporary suspension period and 
this matter was taken up by the Party I Union vide its 
letter dated 22-06-2011 at Exh . 54 before the Labour 
Commissioner , Panaji - Goa by sending a copy to the 
Party II ( 1 ) . Therefore , these objections raised by the 
Party II ( 1 ) do not carry any weightage and I have also 
discussed the authorities relating to this issue in 
detail while discussing issue No.1 and 2 and therefore 
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the same are not repeated to avoid its repetition . 
Hence , in view of the above reasons , issue No. 4 
stands answered in the negative . 

Issue No. 5 : 

30. It is the contention of the Party II ( 1 ) that the 
Company had to suspend the entire manufacturing 
activities as it had no funds to bring the raw material 
and based on this , the present issue has been framed . 
The witness of the Party II ( 1 ) Shri Deepak Mathur has 
mentioned in his Affidavit - in - Evidence the entire 
details of the fact as to how the Company had no 
funds and further the bankers who were financing 
them suddenly stopped financing and a such the 
Company had no money to buy raw materials and as 
such the Company had no choice but to suspend its 
manufacturing operations till alternate arrangement 
for funds could be made . He has further stated that 
the Company therefore suspended its manufacturing 
activities at its Plant located at Zuarinagar w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 and according to him the Company had 
no funds to make it operative and for last three years 
before the suspension of operation , the Company was 
operating at only 30 % of its installed capacity due to 
non - availability of sufficient funds . That according 
to him , the Company was losing between Rs . 3 to 5 
crores every month before suspension of the 
manufacturing activities . He has also stated that the 
Company had to keep some skeleton staff for security 
and for the maintenance of its equipments , land , 
building and also further he stated that during the 
suspension of manufacturing activities the Company 
was trying to arrange additional funds from its 
financial institutions who had given loan to the 
Company but these financial institutions because of 
their past payments not being done on time refused 
to provide additional funds . He has also mentioned 
that how the entire Factory came under the 
provisions of SARFAESI Act , 2002. The documents 
produced by this witness more specifically the 
documents at Exhibit 63 , 64 , 65 , 67 Colly , Exh . 68 , 
Exh . 69 to Exh.79 goes to show that the Company 
was in heavy loses and had no funds to conduct 
manufacturing activities . 

31. Now coming to his cross - examination , he has 
stated that though as per Exh . 63 which is a notice , 
the manufacturing activities were to be suspended 
w.e.f. 07-06-2011 but they did not suspend it on this 
date and thereafter the manufacturing activities 
were suspended vide notice dated 06-06-2011 / 
/ Exh . 40 w.e.f. 17-06-2011 . Further he has stated in 
cross that in their reply dated 11-07-2011 at Exh . 100 , 
they have mentioned that the suspension of activities 
on keeping the workers out was on account of no 
funds and they have also mentioned other reasons 
on it . 
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32. Admittedly , in this case the Company was in a 
very weak financial position which is evident from 
the various documents produced by Shri Deepak 
Mathur but in my considered opinion , the Party II ( 1 ) 
has not placed on record any such model / Standing 
Orders applicable to them to show that they are 
entitled for suspension of manufacturing activities 
on account of financial loses . The Party II ( 1 ) has not 
shown any documents in their contract of service 
with the workers or in the Rules framed under some 
statute to suspend the manufacturing activities for 
lack of funds , financial loss and keep the workers 
jobless . The very act of the Company in keeping all 
these workmen jobless on 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 
and refused them employment is not a justifiable act 
even though the Company had no funds . But the fact 
that the Company was in loses and there was lackof 
finance is evident through the testimony of their 
witness and the documents produced by him at 
various exhibits and therefore having regards to the 
said evidence issue No. 5 is answered in the 
affirmative . 

Issue No. 6 and additional Issue No. 1 

33. It is the contention of the Party II ( 1 ) that as of 
today the entire property of the Party II ( 1 ) has been 
taken over by the financial institutions such as 
Canara Bank , Panaji - Goa , Indian Overseas Bank , 
Panaji , Halcyon Finance and Capital Advisors Pvt . 
Ltd. , Mumbai , are the necessary Parties and it is also 
their case that subsequent to taking over all the 
assets by the Party II ( 2 ) / Canara Bank , the Party II ( 1 ) 
has become non - functional . Both these issues are 
answered in the negative in view of the evidence 
brought on record by Party II ( 1 ) and Party II ( 2 ) . 

34. The Canara Bank , Panaji - Goa has already been 
made a Party to the present reference who is Party 
II ( 2 ) in this case in view of the application filed for 
impleadment . Therefore , the question of other 
financial institutions to be made as Parties does not 
arise . Ongoing through the evidence of Shri Deepak 
Mathur , it is seen that he has clearly stated that on 
account of financial loses and shortage of funds , the 
entire suspension of manufacturing activities was 
stopped as the financial institutions which were 
giving them loan refused to give further loans on 
account of their past non - payments . He has also 
stated that the financial institutions visited the 
Company premises and took over possession of the 
entire Factory property under the provisions of 
SARFAESI Act , 2002 . 

35. He has also stated further that after the 
suspension operation on 17-06-2011 of the 
manufacturing activities of the undertaking , Canara 
Bank , Panaji - Goa and Indian Overseas Bank , Panaji 
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took over the possession of land and building 
( immovable assets ) on 15-02-2012 and 15-02-2012 
respectively and entire Plant and Machinery used in 
the manufacturing activities ( Movable Assets ) on 
22-02-2012 under the Securitization and Recons 
truction of Financial Assets and Enforcement of 
Security Interest Act , 2002 and in exercise of power 
conferred under Section 13 ( 12 ) read with Rule , 3 of 
the Security interest ( Enforcement ) Rules , 2002 
issued under demand notice dated 09-11-2011 and 
15-12-2011 respectively . He further stated that the 
possession and the ownership was taken over by the 
Party II ( 2 ) and others of Immovable and Movable 
assets of the Party II ( 1 ) by virtue of operation of law 
on 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 . Therefore subsequent 
to the Party II ( 2 ) and others taking over Immovable 
Assets and Movable Assets as referred to above , the 
Party II ( 1 ) could never start its manufacturing 
activities and from 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 , the 
functioning of undertaking became non - functional 
by virtue of law and by taking possession and 
ownership by the Bank and therefore since the entire 
manufacturing activities became non - functional , the 
Party II ( 1 ) could never start its manufacturing 
activities and non - functionality of the activity were 
due to unavoidable circumstances beyond the 
control of the Employer and after filing of the written 
statement there were further developments and 
litigation between the Parties . 

36. He further stated that after taking the 
possession of the assets by the Canara Bank and 
others on 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 , since the 
manufacturing activities has become non - functional 
by operation of law due to unavoidable 
circumstances beyond the control of Party II ( 1 ) , the 
workmen at the most are entitled for compensation 
under Section 25 - FFF of the Act not exceeding 
average pay for 3 months in totality . 

37. In his cross - examination he has stated that 
the Canara Bank took over the possession of the 
immovable assets on 15-02-2012 and of movable 
assets on 22-02-2012 and further states that " it is true 
that as per Exh . 68 , the Canara Bank had only taken 
symbolic possession of the secured assets mentioned 
therein " . He has also admitted that as per the reply 
of Canara Bank at Exh . 126 it was informed to the 
Company that the Bank had taken symbolic 
possession of the assets and the Company is required 
to maintain the same . He also states that instead of 
Canara Bank putting their own lock on the Gate , 
they made them caretaker and asked them to 
maintain the machines so that they do not become 
scrap . Hence , his entire deposition goes to show that 
the Canara Bank had only taken the symbolic 
possession of the Company and not the physical or 
the actual possession . 


GOVT . OF GOA

38. The first witness of Party II ( 2 ) Shri Lokesh on 
behalf of Canara Bank has clearly mentioned in his 
Affidavit in Evidence the exact financial condition 
of the Party II ( 1 ) Company and he has also stated that 
Party II ( 1 ) had availed various credit facilities from 
various Consortium of Banks including their Bank 
for their business purpose by executing various loan 
documents , agreements , guarantees and other 
security documents on their movable and immovable 
properties creating securities in favour of the Bank . 
He has also mentioned in detail that the Company 
could not repay the loans and the Canara Bank 
initiated recovery proceedings under the SARFAESI 
Act , 2002 on their properties . He has produced four 
documents which is a copy of letter dated 16-11-2015 
at Exhibit 159 , copy of the letter dated 30-01-2016 at 
Exh . 160 , the copy of the letter dated 09-03-2017 from 
Meta Copper and Alloys Ltd. at Exh . 161 and the letter 
dated 19-06-2017 from Canara Bank at Exhibit - 162 . 
He clearly states in cross that their Bank had taken 
only symbolic possession of the secured assets and 
it was only paper possession and further states that 
after taking symbolic possession the Bank had not 
stopped the Party II ( 1 ) in continuing with its 
manufacturing process and the Bank had not sold 
the assets and properties of Party II ( 1 ) after taking 
over the symbolic possession . But according to him 
the Party II ( 1 ) had paid the amount to the Bank on 
one - time settlement . He has also stated that their 
Bank had made the Demand Notice on Party II ( 1 ) for 
recovery of loan which documents are at Exhibit 67 
Colly , Exh . 68 and Exh . 69. He has further stated that 
the Party II ( 1 ) approached them for renewal of loan 
and reconstructing of the loan on 05-01-2010 and the 
Canara Bank was a lead Bank in consortium form 
which included Indian Overseas Bank . He has further 
stated that “ it is true that as per the letter dated 
17-08-2013 at Exh . 136 Colly , the Bank had told the 
Company to maintain and safe keep the assets " which 
shows that the Bank had told the Company to take 
care of the machines and this is because the Bank 
had not taken the physical possession of the assets 
of the Company . Though questions are put in cross 
that the Bank has the right to sell the property after 
taking the possession without taking permission 
from the Company but in this case , it is conclusively 
proved that the Bank had only taken symbolic 
possession . Therefore , putting such questions does 
not absolve the Company from their liabilities . 

39. Further Shri Prakash Dabholkar , the second 
witness of Party II ( 1 ) states that Exhibit 17 which is 
an application for impleadment for Canara Bank was 
shown to him , it is seen that he had made this 
application to implead Canara Bank as a Party to the 
present reference . He states that he does not know 
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what was the further step taken by the Canara Bank 
against Party II ( 1 ) after taking possession of their 
assets . He does not know if all the assets of the 
Company were attached and sold by Canara Bank of 
all the assets i.e. movable and immovable . Hence , 
the entire evidence on record shows that only the 
symbolic possession of the Party II ( 1 ) has been taken 
over by the Canara Bank and the Indian Overseas 
Bank is a consortium of the Canara Bank as stated by 
Shri Deepak Mathur , the question of impleading other 
financial institutions does not arise as the Canara 
Bank has already taken the physical possession . 

40. It is the contention of Party II ( 1 ) that subsequent 
to taking over all assets by the Party II ( 2 ) , the 
Company has become non - functional . I am not in 
agreement with this contention of Party II ( 1 ) because 
as discussed above , the Party II ( 2 ) has taken only 
symbolic possession and has told Party II ( 1 ) to take 
care of the machinery and the equipment so that it 
does not become scrap . 

41. Hence , in view of the above reasons , Party II ( 1 ) 
has failed to discharge the burden of issue No. 6 and 
additional issue No.1 . Hence , issue No. 6 is partly 
answered in the affirmative and partly in the negative 
and additional issue No.1 is answered in the negative . 
Additional Issue No. 3 : 

42. In my considered opinion this Tribunal has 
jurisdiction to try and entertain the dispute after 
Party II ( 2 ) taking over the assets of the Party II ( 1 ) under 
SARFAESI Act , 2002 as I have discussed in detail 
while deciding the issue No. 6 and additional issue 
No.1 that even after taking over the assets of 
Party II ( 1 ) by Party II ( 2 ) , the Party II ( 1 ) has not become 
non - functional because it has come on record 
through the deposition of the witness of Party II ( 1 ) 
and Party II ( 2 ) that the Bank had taken only symbolic 
possession of the properties of Party II ( 1 ) on 
15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 by virtue of Exhibit 68 and 
69 which goes to show that the Bank had not taken 
the physical possession of the assets of Party II ( 1 ) 
and also at the time i.e. on 17-06-2011 and on 
18-06-2011 when the Party II ( 1 ) had kept the workers 
out . Further a perusal on Exh . 68 also shows that it is 
mentioned on it that at the time when the assets 
were taken over by the Bank the Company's 
representatives were present and they undertook to 
hand over actual possession to the authorized 
Officers as and when directed by the authorized 
Officers . Hence , the entire assets of the Party II ( 1 ) 
were always with them and Party II ( 2 ) had taken 
symbolic possession in other words , the possession 
was on paper and even it has also come on record 
through the deposition of Shri Deepak Mathur that 
the Party II ( 1 ) was not stopped by any financial 
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institution in continuing their manufacturing 
process as more precisely Shri P. Lokesh , the witness 
of the Party II ( 2 ) has clearly stated in his cross 
examination that the Bank had taken only symbolic 
possession and the secured assets and it was only 
paper possession . He has also admitted that after 
taking the symbolic possession , the Bank had not 
stopped the Party II ( 1 ) in continuing with its 
manufacturing process and has further admitted that 
" it is true that the Bank had not sold the assets and 
properties of the Party II ( 1 ) after taking over symbolic 
possession but the Party II ( 1 ) had paid the amount to 
the Bank on one - time settlement which is also 
admitted by Shri Deepak Mathur . 

43. Further the Party II ( 1 ) has admitted the 
possession of their Factory is with them and they 
also maintained the same with the Staff . This is more 
precisely on Exhibit - 125 . Further on Exh.126 which 
is a reply dated 17-08-2013 by the Party II ( 2 ) , they 
have clarified that Party II ( 2 ) had taken only symbolic 
possession of the assets of Party II ( 1 ) and it is the 
duty of the Party II ( 1 ) to maintain and keep the said 
assets safe of Party II ( 1 ) . It is true that the Party II ( 1 ) 
Company is not functioning but they cannot escape 
from their liabilities for payment of wages or lay - off 
compensation for their closure from 17-06-2011 to 
18-06-2011 . Hence , in view of the above , the 
additional issue No. 3 is answered in the affirmative . 

Issue No. 7 : 

44. By this issue , this Tribunal has to come to a 
conclusion whether Shri Prakash Dabholkar at Sr. No. 
2 and Shri Vivekanand Naik at Sr. No. 7 in the 
reference order are the workmen as defined u / s 2 ( s ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act and as such it becomes 
useful to look into the evidence of both these 
witnesses . 

45. Shri Prakash Dabholkar has stated in his 
examination in chief that he is the person concerned 
in the present reference and so also he has given 
evidence in all other references such as IT / 30 / 14 , 
29/14 , 03/15 and 31/14 and his deposition in all these 
cases were shown to him from Exhibit 169 , 170 , 168 
and his entire deposition on Exhibit 169 in IT / 29 / 14 . 
Admittedly , presently , he is working elsewhere and 
drawing a reasonable salary . He has stated in cross 
that when he was working with Party II ( 1 ) , he was 
working as a Machine Operator and there were no 
employees and nobody was working under him . He 
states that he is an Engineer and in the year 2011 , 
Party II ( 1 ) had suspended the work and when the 
suspension of work was made , he was kept out of 
Factory on 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 onwards and 
their salaries were not paid . That , according to him 
it was refusal of employment by the Employer and no 
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letter of termination was served on them nor any 
letter was made to them stating that they are no more 
employees of the said Company from 17-06-2011 or 
18-06-2011 . That , according to him there was no letter 
of retrenchment , lay - off or closure was served to them 
on both these two days and there was no lock - out on 
both these days declared by Party II ( 1 ) by keeping 
the workers out of the Factory . He does not know on 
what basis he was terminated from the services . From 
his deposition it is clear that he worked as an Machine 
Operator and nobody was working under him . 

46. The next witness of Party I , Shri Vivekanand 
Naik whose name is at Sr. No. 7 of the order of reference 
and he has also clearly stated in his deposition that 
he is one of the workmen to the present reference 
out of the total 400 workmen employed by the 
Party II ( 1 ) . He has also stated that though he and Shri 
Prakash Dabholkar are Engineers , they were actually 
doing the work of Operators along with the other 
Operators and were paid the same wages and 
allowances which were paid to the Operators . Even 
in his cross - examination he has stated that even 
though he was promoted as Sr. Engineer in the year 
2008 , he was working in the Production Department 
as an Operator . 

47. He has also admitted in cross that he cannot 
produce any documents in support of his contention 
of his statement in his cross - examination that the 
employees whose names have been mentioned on 
Exhibit 152 as non - workmen category and he 
admitted that he cannot produce any records to 
show as to how many of those employees as 
mentioned by him whose names are mentioned in 
Exhibit 41 were given powers to sanction leave of 
the workmen . He further admitted that he cannot 
produce any documents in support of his voluntary 
statement as regards to the duties assigned to the 
Officers and Executives and further stated that he 
cannot state as to who were the Officers / Executives 
working in Grade I to IV in June , 2011 which goes to 
show that he could not describe the nature of the 
duties assigned to the said workers precisely . 

48. Further it is seen that on Exhibit 80 Colly to 
Exhibit 85 which are the Appointment Letters of the 
workers by Party II ( 1 ) it shows that these workers are 
designated as " Jr. Engineer " in M - VII , but it does not 
specify as to what supervisory , managerial or 
administrative duties had to be done by these two 
employees . Further the Letter of Promotion at Exh . 
81 also shows that it is mentioned that there will be 
no change in his emoluments . Therefore , when the 
designation of Shri Prakash Dabholkar was of Jr. 
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Engineer and he was promoted as Sr. Engineer vide 
Exh . 82 , the nature of duties remained the same . 
Similar is the case of Mr. Vivekanand Naik who was 
promoted as Sr. Engineer in Grade M - V but there was 
no change in his nature of duties . 

49. Reliance is placed on the authority reported 
in the case of VNT Cargo Movers Pvt . Ltd. v / s 
Ajitkumar S. Puri and Anr . reported in 2009 ( 120 ) 
FLR 215 , wherein our Hon'ble High Court has held 
that when a Company raises an objection that its 
employee was not a ' workman ' within the meaning 
of Section 2 ( s ) of the Act , the onus was upon the 
Company to prove the same . In this authority and so 
also in this case , the Company failed to prove the 
nature of the duties of both these persons working 
under them and also held that the Company which 
is a Pvt . Limited Company is bound by all the 
provisions and the law applicable to the Private 
Limited Company under the Companies Act as well 
as other allied laws . In this case , the Party II ( 1 ) failed 
to discharge its burden and explain what was the 
nature / functions / duties assigned to both these 
persons and as held in the above case , the mere 
designation is not sufficient to show that both the 
above said persons of Party I were not the workmen . 
It also becomes necessary to decide this issue by 
looking into the definition of a ' workman ' which 
comes under Section 2 ( 2 ) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act which reads as follows : 

2 ( s ) " workman " means any person ( including an 
apprentice ) employed in any industry to do any 
manual , unskilled , skilled , technical , operational , 
clerical or supervisory work for hire or reward , 
whether the terms of employment be express or 
implied , and for the purposes of any proceeding 
under this Act in relation to an industrial dispute , 
includes any such person who has been dismissed , 
discharged or retrenched in connection with , or as 
a consequence of , that dispute , or whose dismissal , 
discharge or retrenchment has led to that dispute , 
but does not include any such person - 1 ) who is 
employed mainly in a managerial or administrative 
capacity or 

2 ) who being employed in a supervisory capacity , 
draws wages exceeding Rs.10,000 / - per mensem , 
either by the nature of the duties attached to the 
office or by any reason of the powers vested in 
him , functions mainly of a managerial nature . 

50. In this case , both the above mentioned persons 
of Party I squarely falls within the definition of 
' workmen ' and accordingly issue No. 7 is answered 
in the affirmative . 
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Issue No. 8 & 9 and additional issue No. 2 : 

46. Issue No. 8 and 9 and additional issued No. 2 
are discussed together for the sake of convenience 
and also as they are covered under common 
evidence . That , according to the Party II ( 1 ) the 13 
workmen whose names are mentioned in the Order 
of Reference at Sr. Nos . 1 , 3 , 4 , 5 , 14 , 18 , 23 , 25 , 26 , 27 , 
28 , 31 and 34 have voluntarily resigned from the 
employment of Party II ( 1 ) and as such they are not 
entitled for any relief and their liability to pay the 
dues is only to the workmen at Sr. No. 5 and as there 
is an order from the Court not to pay his dues as he 
had defaulted in payment of personal loan availed 
by him . To this , it is seen that no sufficient evidence 
has been led by the Party II ( 1 ) and I say so because if 
one goes through the evidence of Shri Deepak 
Mathur , the witness of Party II ( 1 ) who has stated in 
cross that the 69 workers who continued to report 
for work during the suspension period as per the 
notice at Exh . 41 , were working till there was work 
and thereafter these workmen were told not to come 
for duty and it is subsequent to 17-06-2011 they had 
resigned on finishing their work . This witness does 
not make any mention of the said above mentioned 
13 workers who according to them have voluntarily 
resigned from the services of the Company 
immediately after they were refused the employment . 
He has produced the copy of resignation letters of all 
these 13 workmen which are from Exhibit 86 Colly to 
Exhibit 98 Colly and these resignation letters are of 
the year 2012 and only of Shri Prashant Parab whose 
name is at Sr. No. 34 has resigned on 31-12-2011 and 
it is pertinent to note here that all these workmen 
were refused employment on 17-06-2011 and 
18-06-2011 and thereafter these workmen were 
jobless and as such they had no option but to resign 
from the said Company . Further , ongoing through 
the cross - examination of Shri Deepak Mathur , it is 
seen that he has admitted in cross that the notice at 
Exhibit 63 which is a notice of suspension of 
operations of manufacturing activities , was issued 
under his signature and as per this notice the 
manufacturing activities were to be suspended w.e.f. 
07-07-2011 which the Party II ( 1 ) did not do , but 
suspended their manufacturing activities vide 
notice dated 06-06-2011 at Exhibit 40 w.e.f. 17-06-2011 . 
This goes to show that there was suspension of 
manufacturing activities from 17-06-2011 and 
therefore these 13 workmen were kept out and were 
refused employment . He has also admitted that the 
Party II ( 1 ) had displayed two annexures , i.e. the list 
of workmen along with the said notice dated 06-06-2011 
which list is at Exhibit 41 and Exhibit 42 and as per 
the said list at Exh . 41 it shows that 69 employees 
will report for duty during the suspension period from 
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17-06-2011 and the list of 46 employees as per 
Exhibit - 42 showed that these employees will stay 
outside the Gate of Party II ( 1 ) during the suspension 
period . He has also admitted that the said 69 
employees as shown on Exh . 41 were allowed to 
report for duty during the suspension period and 
refused employment to other workmen as per 
Exh . 42. He has clearly stated in cross ; 

" The notice at Exhibit 40 speaks that the Party II ( 1 ) 
is unable to give employment to the workers 
mentioned at Exhibit 42 from the dates mentioned 
therein . It is true that the workers at Exhibit 42 
who were not allowed to report for work were not 
paid wages or any lay - off compensation for the 
period they were kept out . It is true that the Party 
II ( 1 ) also did not inform the said workers named in 
Exh . 42 that they need not come to the Gate during 
the period they were kept out . It also true that the 
Party II ( 1 ) did not inform the said workers that the 
lay - off compensation for the period that they were 
kept out will be paid to them . It is true that all such 
workmen who are listed in Exh . 42 were on the 
Muster Roll of the Party II ( 1 ) as on 06-06-2011 and 
thereafter upto the respective dates mentioned 
against their names . " 

52. This goes to show that the Party II ( 1 ) allowed 
some of it employees to work and conveniently chose 
to refuse employment to the Party I / workmen 
without any justification . That on Exhibit 11 all the 
names of these workers are admittedly mentioned 
on the rolls of Party II ( 1 ) on 17-06-2011 and on 
18-06-2011 which is also clear from the notice at 
Exhibit 42 that these workers were kept out along 
with the other workmen and thereafter the said 
workers have resigned on various dates as per Exhibit 
86 Colly onwards . It is to be noted here that none of 
the said workers have been paid wages from 17-06-2011 
or 18-06-2011 to the date of their resignation which 
is clear from the receipts produced along with 
the resignations . Even though these workmen have 
resigned , it does not mean that they are not entitled 
for the relief as prayed because in my considered 
opinion the entire action of Party II ( 1 ) in refusing the 
employment to them is totally illegal and unjustified . 
Shri Deepak Mathur has also admitted that some of 
the workers mentioned on Exhibit 42 may have 
resigned and as such their names were removed and 
further states that no remarks were made on the 
Muster Roll maintained by the Company in respect 
of the workers at Exhibit 42 from the dates mentioned 
on Exh . 42. He has also stated that the Company had 
not taken prior permission from the Government of 
Goa before issuing the notices at Exhibit 63 and 
Exhibit 40 which also shows that the Party II ( 1 ) had 
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acted in a manner they wanted and not as per the 
law . He also states in cross that from 17-06-2011 to 
12-10-2016 the Party II ( 1 ) had not paid wages or any 
lay - off compensation to the workers who were on the 
Rolls for the said period and has also admitted that 
the workers who were kept out were also not paid 
wages or lay - off compensation . He admits that the 
workers whose names are mentioned at Exhibit 41 
and 42 were informed on 13-08-2016 that the Factory 
would be permanently closed from 13-10-2016 vide 
notice at Exhibit 151 and according to him for the 
first time on 13-08-2016 vide Exhibit 151 , the Party 
II ( 1 ) had informed the workers that the Factory would 
be closed from 13-10-2016 . 

53. If one peruses the notice of closure at Exhibit 
151 it is seen that it is mentioned therein that the 
closure of the Unit was on account of the taking over 
of the Unit by the Canara Bank / Party II ( 2 ) and others 
on 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 and therefore the 
Company is not in position to run the manufacturing 
activities of its under taking at Upasnagar , 
Zuarinagar , Goa and that entire manufacturing 
activity has become non - functional w.e.f. 22-02-2012 
due to operation of law . Hence , it is clear that the 
real reason for suspending the activities w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 and keeping the workers 
out and the subsequent act of closure w.e.f. 
13-10-2016 was not on account of unavoidable 
circumstances beyond the control of Party II ( 1 ) as 
the Canara Bank had taken the symbolic possession 
w.e.f. 15-02-2012 and 22-02-2012 and as such this was 
the main reason for suspension of activities of Party 
II ( 1 ) w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 as per notice 
dated 30-05-2011 at Exhibit 33. The contention of 
Party II ( 1 ) that the closure of the Unit for reasons of 
financial loss and difficulties cannot be equated as 
unavoidable circumstances beyond the control of the 
Employer . At this juncture , Section 25 - FFF of the 
Industrial Disputes Act makes it clear that an 
undertaking which is closed down by reasons merely 
of financial difficulties shall not be deemed to have 
been closed down on account of unavoidable 
circumstances beyond the control of the Employer 
and in this case the Party II ( 1 ) is trying to take the 
shelter of closure without following the required 
procedures for it . The act of Party II ( 1 ) in allowing 
some employees and refusing employment to others 
cannot be termed as a closure as the closure is 
defined to be permanent closing down of a place of 
employment or part thereof . 

54. As keeping few workmen out and providing 
employment for others cannot be proved under 
Section 2KKK of the said Act nor under any contract 
of service with the workmen nor it would come under 
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the provisions of Standing Orders Act , 1946. The 
Party II ( 1 ) has also not obtained prior permission for 
the closure nor paid wages or lay - off compensation 
to the Party I / workmen . The Party I / workmen were 
not paid till 13-08-2016 and the Party I workers were 
on the Rolls of the Party II ( 1 ) upto 13-10-2016 when 
the Party II ( 1 ) closed the establishment 
as 
communicated vide notice dated 13-08-2016 at 
Exh.151 and that there was no agreement between 
the Party I and the Party II ( 1 ) to the effect that after 
45 days of lay - off , the workmen shall not be paid any 
compensation and that the Party II ( 1 ) had not given 
any alternative employment to the Party I / workmen 
w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 and that there is no 
evidence brought by the Party II ( 1 ) that the Party I 
were not reporting for work at the establishment once 
a day and that the lay - off was not on account of any 
act on the part of the Party I / workmen and even 
otherwise the Party II ( 1 ) did not lead any evidence 
on additional issue No. 2 . 

55. Therefore , according to me , the action of 
Party II ( 1 ) in keeping out the workmen w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 is illegal and unjust 
without following any proper provisions and 
therefore the Party I / workmen are entitled to full 
back wages and the other consequential benefits 
upto 12-10-2016 when Party II ( 1 ) closed their 
establishment illegally . Hence , issue No. 8 and 9 and 
additional issue No. 2 are answered in the negative . 

56. Hence , guided by the above authorities and in 
view of the above reasons , I pass the following Order : 

ORDER 

1. The action of the Party II ( 1 ) / M / s . Meta Copper 
& Alloys Ltd. , Zuarinagar , Sancoale - Goa in 
refusing to provide employment to the 32 
workmen named in the Order of Reference 
w.e.f. 17-06-2011 and 2 willing workmen w.e.f. 
17-06-2011 is illegal , unjust and bad - in - law . 

2. The Party I workmen are entitled for full back 
wages from 17-06-2011 and 18-06-2011 till the 
passing of this Award . 

3. No order as to cost . 

4. Inform the Government accordingly .
